A robbery was com
mifted yesterday in broad daylight, which,
both for the amount seonred by the burglars
and the impunity with which they oarried on
their operations, exoeeds apything of the |
kind that has taken place in this city for
yeara. Abont fonr o'clock yesterday afler-
noon it was discovered that the bullding of |

the Beneficlal Saviogs Fond at the cormer |
of Twelfth and Chesnnt streets, had been en-

tered and completely ramsacked of money and

valuables amounting to about one million of |
dollara. Most of this money waa she property

of poor working people, who had deposited it |
in the institation for safe keeping, and ita loss
will be a Leavy blow to those who are leas,
able to bear gmch a disaster. The Benefloia'
Savings Fond has always borne a high
obaracter, and the confidence of the de-
positors in the institution was shown by the
very large amounnt which the burglara found
inthe vanlts. The direotors of the savings fund
are certainly in a high degree censurable for the
inseonrity of their establishment. Iothe first
place, the watchman, whose duty it was to
guard the premises, was absent from his post,

| and the burglars were undoubtedly awars of

his habit of leaving the place unguarded for
the purpose of attending church., The baild-
ing, too, is & mere shell, aud the safe in which
more than a million dollars’ worth of vala-
ables were deposited was so slightly bailt as to
offer no gerlons imprdiment to the thisves. A
building uzed for a purpoae of this kind onght
to be of the most solid svd substantial de-
soription, and the vault or safe onght to b,
constructed in such & maoner that it
would be impossible to open it withont days
of bard labor. In New York the officers of the
Inw have been engaged in breaking open the

operations are conduoted in open daylight, in
the presevce of the officers of the compsny,
atd yet & hard day’s labor by several men
armed with the heaviest implements, and
work'ng without obstruction, did not sufiics to
remove even one layer of platgs. The new baild-
ing of the Fidelity Safe Deposit Company, on
Chesunt street, between Third and Fourth, is
a model o1 strengih and fitness, and its con-
strootion ia worthy of the study of the offivers
of all suoh institutions; and no such concarn
as the Beneficial Baviogs Fand should ever
carry on ite operations or secure ils valuables
in suy other than such a building.

W Perverted Sympathy"” with Urline
Fisewnens to-day we publish the charge de-
livered to the Grand Jury by Judge Brewster
this morning. In many respects it is a re-
markable docnment, and coming, as it does,
from such an fmpartial and dispassionate ad-
ministrator of the law as Judge Brewster,
ghould command not only a universal reading
but a careful consideration at the hands of the
entire community, If we did not, unhappily,
bave abundant proof of its entire truthfulness,
such a statement as the following, coming
even from Judge Brewster, would be put down
under the head of sensationalism: —

' 1t has come Lo pass that men are shot down,
07 sitoned Lo death, npon our highways, and that
the law seems ag powerless for thelr vindloa-
tlon as It was (or thelr proteotion.”

In a previous portion of his oharge Judge
Brewster also says:—

“There are certaln men In Philadelphin who
eannol be brought to justioa! They can beat
down, almest murder, our policemen, secare
ball, and abscond until opportunity permils
Lieir return,
punity.”

He then prooeeds to show that there was an
inorease of forty per cent. in the number of
homicides committed in Philadelphia in 1568,
a8 compared with 1867, while the statiatios of
infanticide for the two years show an inorease
of fifty per cent., adding this startling state-
ment:—"*The total of murders in one year is four
times tha convictions for hemicides in thirty
years!"

Buch ia a plain statement of the comdition
of soclety in this vity, and we cannot but re-
peat the comparison which Judge Brewster
draws between it and London, where there
are localities so desperate that the Queen’s
writ does mot run. But the oaunse of this
lamentable state of affsirs is to be found in a
single sentence in Judge Brewster's charge,
